The city council could do very well with an extra
half a million dollars, if you please.

In fact, it could use more—about $720,000 is
closer—if it is going to make the estimated expendi-
tures and estimated revenues come close to matching
up in that annual headache, the city budget.

Figures presented to the councilmen Monday eve-
ning in a special session by City Manager George
Stevens painted the picture for the legislators—in red.

Requests compiled by the city manager from the
various departments of the city totaled $5,154,620 after
administrative paring.

Estimated income for the city from all sources dur-
ing the 1959-60 fiscal year, which begins July 1, was

pegged at $4,338,373.

The difference is $716,247 anyway you figure it.
It's a difference th city dosn’t have.

The whole situation is going to call for a “super-
austerity budget,” Mayor Albert Isen commented, indi-
cating that some major cuts were in order.

First out of the bag was a tentative decision to lop
off some of the requested personnel additions to city
departments, which would effect a savings of about
$200,000.

In a second session on the budget Tuesday eve-
ning, the council heard City Manager Stevens report
that the city would have about $248,000 for streets and
highways in the new budget and that about $95,000 of

that is already committed. Funds totaling $54,000
have been allocated for the extension of Calle Mayor
north to join Anza, he said. Work can probably be
started this summer if the Walteria Lake storm drain
project can be started.

The council also heard Assistant City Manager
Chapman Bone explain the need for realignment of city
pay scales to eliminate “a distortion at the top.”

He indicated that surveys made by the city re-
vealed that Torrance is about 2 per cent below average
pay for police sergeants, 4 per cent low for lieutenants,
9 per cent low for captains, and that the same trend is
present in most departments.

Adjusment of these pay ranges would cost the city

$48,000 in the new budget, he estimated.

On top of that, he indicated that the survey
showed that most cities planned pay hikes in their new
budgets with 5 per cent being the most commonly
quoted figure.

Bone plans to submit a new schedule to the coun-
cil next week showing a 5 per cent spread between
pay steps, and other showing a 2% per cent spread.

While not discussed at the meeting, some council-
men speak privately of putting the recreation depart-
ment budget on a separate tax levy outside of the
general fund tax rate as a means of solving the city’s
tax problem. The general fund tax rate cannot exceed
$1 under terms of the city charter.
